That familiar saying in American politics that “to the 
victors belong the spoils’ is credited to Andrew Jackson, and, 
although large classes of government clerks art' protected by 
civil service laws, it is still customery for a president or gov­ 
ernor to choose members of his own political party for posi­ 
tions of importance in his administration. 
It is quite right that the chief executive should thus place 
in positions of responsibility men whom he believes to be trust­ 
worthy and in sympathy with his policies, and it is but natural 
that he should give preference to political friends over political 
opponents. It is unfair to blame the chief executive for giving 
such preference, but when a citizen is elected governor or presi­ 
dent, he is the executive head of the state or nation, and it is 
his duty to respect the rights of all citizens. 
During a political campaign the contest for votes may be 
fiercely waged, but there is nothing in our form of government 
that justifies a successful candidate for high office in treating 
his opponents as citizens of a conquered province to be bur­ 
dened with enormous taxes to aid his political welfare. 
All of us believe in fair play and there is no doubt that a 
great majority of voters would stand for fair play in taxation 
if they understood the intricacies of taxation and tax laws. 
A tax that is not assessed upon us is not likely to arouse 
our protest, for unless a man pays a tax bill he may not under­ 
stand that he is actually paying a tax indirectly by rent bills 
and other charges. 
In that state of mind the average man reads complacently 
about proposed laws to “soak the rich’’ or to issue enormous 
amounts of government bonds. He believes that the rich will 
still have more than they need after paying 75 per cent of their 
incomes to the government, and he does not worry about prin­ 
cipal or interest on government debt, as he feels that the gov­ 
ernment will have plenty of money to pay when needed. 
The proposed new federal taxes on incomes and inherit­ 
ance amount to confiscation in the higher brackets. That is a 
plan favored by socialists, who would have all property owned 
by the state. If the government has the right and the power to 
confiscate, under laws that it enacts, the property of an estate 
of a hundred millions of dollars, it has the same right and 
power to confiscate your property. 
If confiscatory laws can rob a rich man and his family of 
their wealth because they are rich, similar laws can be enacted 
to rob you of your property because you are a Republican, an 
alien, or a member of some religious sect. If the government 
can enact special laws to confiscate estates of men who are 
rich, it can confiscate estates of other men who are in classes 
to be designated in other new laws. 
Our sympathy is easily aroused when we hear of a poor 
man being abused, but when we read of unfair treatment of 
rich men we do not feel the same indignation. We are lacking 
in intelligence if we do not understand that our own property 
is endangered by any law that would put unfair burdens of tax­ 
ation on any class of citizens. If their property can be confis­ 
cated by enactmnet of tax laws, otlvr tax laws can be enacted 
to confiscate the property of some other class of which we may 
be members. I he only way to stop this rush towards socialism 
is by public opinion and by votes on election day.
